Hon, J. ‘R, Boyle Speaks, 

Hon, J. (R. Boyle was the first 
speaker, He said that undoubtedly 
1915 thad been a year of great pros- 
perity in the history of the province. 
They had harvestedthe largest crop 
that had ever been garnered in, and 
the largest that had ever been dream- 
ed of, and with fair \prices the rin 
ers had more money now than ever be- 
fore. This conditionof affairs in the 
country district naturally had a stimu- 
lating effeet in the centres of popu- 
lation, so that the prosperity had been 
general, During the .past year there 
had ‘been 1,200,000 acres of spring 
wheat under cultivation, with a crop 
of 42,900,000 bushels; winter whea 
5,000 a 
ts, 1,490,000 acres with 6 
1@is; barley, 42£¢,005 a ; 
00,000 bushels; flax, 50,000 


s, with 1,575,000 bushels: 


i4, 
with 600,000 bushels; rye, 17,500 ac: 
vith 600,000 bushels; making a total 
of 3,184,500 acres under cultiv 
with a total production of 124, 
bushels of grain, The 3,000,000 acres 


in cultivation during the past year, 


with the abundant crop harvested, was 
an indication of the future ssibili- 
ties of the province, with possibly 25 
or wv million acres under cultivation. 
Extraordinary Development 
During the past year, continued Mr. 
Boyle, there had also been 300 miles 
of railway completed, and 340 miles 
graded but not fully completed, add- 
ing 640 miles te the railways of the 
province. There had also been 2,500 
miles of telephone lines constructed, 
mostly in rural parts of the province. 
Considerably» expansion had also been 
effected in educational matters, and 
130 new school districts had been or- 
, Benized, When it is remembered that 
| each of these districts covers an area 
of from four and a half to five miles 
some idea of what this means will be 
realized. Five hundred and ninety- 
seven students had graduated from 
the normal schools, and 150 more 
teachers had been appointed than 
last year. The school libraries had 
been enriched by the addition of no 
tess than 109,612 books during the 
tyear, and over haif a million had 
been spent by the educational depart- 
ment on its grants, an increase of 
over $50,00 having been made in 
school grants. He thought the out- 
look tor 1916 was even better than 
the record of the past year, and that 
the province would continue to do its 
| share for the war, as it had been do- 
jing, both in men and money, and still 
continue to expand and develop. 
Economical Administration 
His Worship Mayor Henry stated 
that when he and the council of 1915 
took office they pledged themselves 


o economy and business-like admin- } 


istration, and they started to keep 
their promises immediately they took 
office. He was willing to leave it to 
the citizens to judge the records of 
the past year administration by the 
results that had been attained, There 
had been a@ reorganization of the cen- 
tral organization Here at the begin- 
ning of the year was found a lack of 
concentration and a lack of co-opera- 


j tion between the departments, and it 


was impossible to place any respon- 
sibility. The first thing the council 
did was to establish a controller's de- 
partment, which was put in charge of 
A. N. Mouat. Heretofore  expendi- 
tures of from $50,000 to $100,000 had 
| been made without being authorized, 
but under the present System this 
could not happen. The stores and 
works department Was next reorgan- 
ized The city was not doing much 
en so that the department was 


abolished and a purchasing agent ap- 
pointed, this change netting a saving 
lot $41,000 in this department. ty the

“il He thanked those present and 
the citizens generally for their ¢ - 
tinued confidence in him as may 
and said last year’s business- like 
policy would be continued, 
Struggle is Worth While 

His Lordship Bishop Gray recalled 
the great advances that had been 
made in the province during the past 
fifteen years. He said that no city in 
the Empire had felt the effects of the 
} War in a higher sphere than the city 
tof Kdmonton., Its seul existe:

On Sound Business Basis
